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INTRODUCTION 


To  a  large  extent  planning  and  decision  making 
in  any  large  system  depend  on  the  timeliness  and 
accuracy  of  information.  The  need  for  information 
on  the  changing  nature  of  problems,  as  well  as  on 
the  potential  costs  and  benefits  of  proposed 
solutions,  exists  in  the  justice  area  as  well  as 
in  other  policy  fields.  Yet  the  availability  of 
data  to  provide  such  information  has  been  a 
continuing  problem. 

Although  a  variety  of  statistics  are  amassed 
regularly  at  various  points  in  the  justice  process, 
there  are  nevertheless  incompatible  definitions 
and  terms  of  reference  which  hamper  the  flow  of 
useful  information  from  one  part  of  the  system  to 
another.  There  are  different  basic  units  being 
counted  (e.g.  charges,  persons  accused,  etc.,)  and 
different  definitions  for  the  same  terms  at  various 
stages  in  the  justice  process.  It  has,  therefore, 
been  difficult  to  obtain  a  reliable  picture  of 
the  system  at  any  one  point  in  time,  to  portray 
adequately  the  trends  over  time  or  to  assess  the 
impact  of  specific  issues  on  the  system.  Such 
problems  will  continue  until  data  can  be  made 
more  compatible  across  the  system. 

Another  and  different  type  of  problem  is  the 
need  to  have  timely  access  to  data  which  are  collected 
and  compiled  each  year  by  different  levels  of  the 
justice  system.  National  statistics  are  compiled  by 
Statistics  Canada,  and  their  accuracy  depend  upon 
information  supplied  by  individual  units  within  each 
Province.  The  publication  of  these  statistics  takes 
place  only  after  data  from  each  reporting  unit  have 
been  integrated.  Because  of  variations  from  Province 
to  Province  in  the  nature  and  extent  of  information 
reported,  national  statistics  include  only  that  small 
portion  which  is  common  throughout.  As  a  result, 
much  information  available  for  a  particular  Province 
is  never  published  except  by  special  request. 
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In  addition,  other  useful  information  is 
collected  for  specific  operational  and/or 
administrative  purposes  and  is  retained  by  the 
collecting  agency.  Many  police  forces,  in 
addition  to  data  supplied  to  the  Ontario  Police 
Commission  and  Statistics  Canada,  keep  other 
information,  the  sophistication  of  which  generally 
depends  upon  the  size  of  the  force,  its  resources, 
and  its  unique  priorities.  In  the  courts,  in¬ 
formation  processing  has  developed  in  accordance 
with  specific  operational  needs,  and  this  has 
also  been  the  case  in  Correctional  Services.  At 
each  of  the  above  stages,  some  data  are  reported 
in  periodic  and  annual  reports  or  in  specific 
research  studies;  other  data  are  collected  and 
retained  in  information  systems,  but  these  are 
not  necessarily  compiled,  even  for  internal  use, 
except  to  meet  special  needs. 

The  view  is  widely  held  that  such  weaknesses 
in  data  collection  should  be  overcome  and  that 
system-wide  information  is  needed.  It  is  not 
likely,  however,  that  accessible  and  compatible 
data  will  be  a  reality  for  some  time.  Therefore, 
the  Provincial  Secretariat  for  Justice  undertook 
this  project  to  produce  a  source  document  of 
available  criminal  justice  statistics.  The  chief 
objective  was  to  compile  those  data  which  currently 
exist  in  many  of  the  above  sources  and  which  might 
be  useful  in  planning  and  policy  development.  Any 
data  potentially  useful  in  evaluating  the  impact 
of  alternative  practices  and/or  legislation  on 
each  part  of  the  system  were  examined.  Regional 
differences  and  differences  in  trends  over  time 
were  considered  high  priorities  for  planning 
purposes . 

Resources  available  to  complete  this  project 
created  limitations  on  the  scope  of  the  project. 

Three  students  were  available  for  three  months, 
between  May  and  August,  1977,  to  work  under  the 
direction  of  Secretariat  staff.  The  Ministries 
in  the  Justice  Policy  Field  cooperated  so  that 
relevant  statistics  could  be  identified  and  examined. 
Some  of  the  data  were  readily  available  in  annual 
reports,  regular  publications,  etc.  Other  data 
were  provided,  by  special  request,  from  existing 
information  systems  or  compiled  by  hand  from  avail-

able  files.  The  Ontario  Ministry  of  Treasury, 
Economics  and  Intergovernmental  Affairs  provided 
additional  help  through  its  Central  Statistical 
Services  Division.  This  help  related  to  regional 
population  data,  as  well  as  to  long  range  forecasts. 

In  addition,  assistance  was  given  by  staff  in  that 
Division  in  the  analysis  of  data  supplied  by 
Statistics  Canada. 

Cooperation  and  assistance  were  received  from 
staff  of  Justice  Statistics  Division,  Statistics 
Canada,  and  staff  of  the  Information  Systems  and 
Statistics  Branch,  the  Solicitor  General  of  Canada. 
Data  supplied  by  Ontario  sources  to  Statistics 
Canada  were  shared  with  the  permission  of  those 
sources.  Other  information  was  obtained  from 
documents  published  by  Statistics  Canada  and  the 
Solicitor  General  of  Canada. 

From  the  foregoing  it  is  clear  that  this  is 
no  more  than  a  compilation  of  material  supplied  by 
a  variety  of  sources.  It  was  assumed  that  the  data 
supplied  were  accurate.  The  source (s)  for  the 
data  presented  on  each  table  and  graph  are  indicated 
below  all  the  data.  Although  the  Justice  Secretariat 
has  not  collected  any  data  beyond  what  was  shared 
with  it  by  the  sources  indicated,  decisions  about 
the  specific  organization  of  data  in  tables  and 
graphic  presentations  were  made  by  the  Secretariat 
staff  on  the  basis  of  perceived  relevance  to  those 
who  would  be  using  the  publication  and  to  current 
issues  in  the  field.  An  attempt  has  been  made  in 
all  cases  to  ensure  that  trends  over  time  which  are 
displayed  on  tables  or  graphs  are  in  fact  comparable 
from  year  to  year,  (e.g.  persons  committed  to  jail 
for  trial) .  During  preparation,  some  inconsistencies 
in  definitions  used  over  time  emerged.  This  unfor¬ 
tunately  meant  that  much  potentially  useful  data 
had  to  be  omitted.  What  is  presented,  however, 
represents  the  most  reliable  and  valid  data  provided 
for  the  purpose  of  this  sourcebook.  A  further  section 
of  this  document  discusses  the  many  problems  which 
exist  in  data  collection  and  interpretation. 
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The  tables  in  the  sourcebook  have  been  presented 
in  as  detailed  a  format  as  available  so  that  users 
can  locate  specific  information  and  organize  it  to 
answer  a  variety  of  possible  questions.  Graphs  are 
provided  to  readily  portray  some  of  the  significant 
trends  and  distributions,  and  tables  accompany  each 
of  these  so  that  greater  detail  can  be  obtained. 

The  footnotes  were  included  to  help  clarify  ter¬ 
minology,  not  to  interpret  the  data.  Interpretations 
were  not  considered  to  be  a  necessary  part  of  this 
compilation  of  data  since  it  would  be  impossible  in 
advance  to  anticipate  the  variety  of  questions  and 
issues  which  might  arise  and  require  further  analysis. 

The  focus  has  been  on  justice  statis¬ 

tics.  Although  the  Justice  Policy  field  includes 
more  than  the  criminal  justice  system,  this  limitation 
was  necessary  because  of  the  short  time  available  to 
complete  the  project  and  the  greater  quantity  of 
existing  information  over  time  concerning  the  criminal 
justice  area.  Population  data  have  been  included  to 
help  relate  criminal  justice  trends  to  general  trends 
in  regional  and  provincial  population  composition  and 
change . 

It  is  hoped  that  this  document  will  be  a  first 
step  in  an  ongoing  process  to  develop  comprehensive 
statistical  reference  material  offering  timely  and 
accurate  data  for  the  Justice  Policy  field. 
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DIFFICULTIES  IN  COMPILING  AND  USING 
CRIMINAL  JUSTICE  STATISTICS 


The  purpose  of  this  section  is  to  summarize 
some  of  the  major  limitations  of  present  criminal 
justice  statistics  and  to  discuss  the  chief  problems 
which  have  been  encountered  in  the  compilation  of 
data  for  this  sourcebook.  These  problems  include 
questions  about  reliability  and  validity  of  data, 
as  well  as  their  relevance  to  decision-making  and 
planning.  One  basic  concern  stems  from  the  fact 
that  attempts  to  improve  the  quality  of  data  from 
time  to  time  have  led  to  changes  in  definition  of 
terms  or  methods  of  collection.  Such  changes  have 
limited  the  potential  comparability  of  some  data 
which  are  essential  for  examining  trends  over  time. 
Other  concerns  focus  on  methods  of  collecting  data, 
incompatible  terminology  and  inappropriate  uses  of 
available  statistics,  etc. 

The  Bibliography  lists  reports  and  documents 
which  should  be  consulted  for  elaboration  of  the 
topics  discussed  in  this  section. 


MEASUREMENT  OF  CRIME  AND  POLICE  RESPONSE  TO  CRIME* 


The  measurement  of  crime  and  police  reaction 
to  it  within  a  given  period  of  time  is  influenced 
by  a  number  of  factors.  These  include  the  decision 
as  to  whether  or  not  an  offence  is  reported  to  the 
police,  the  decisions  made  by  the  police  in  response 
to  the  report,  the  completeness  and  consistency  in 
recording  information,  and  subsequent  decisions  with 
regard  to  charge  and  adjudication.

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Police  records  provide  not  only  the  initial 
basis  for  measuring  crime  in  the  community,  but 
also  the  initial  record  of  the  individual  on 
entry  to  the  criminal  justice  process.  As  a 
result  police  data  have  been  the  subject  of  more 
extensive  assessment  than  data  collected  at  sub- 
sequent  levels  of  the  courts  and  corrections. 
Specific  concerns  about  police  data  include  the 
following : 


1 .  Difference  between  Reported  Offences 
and  the  "Real"  Level  of  Crime 

The  number  of  reported  offences  is 
not  necessarily  an  accurate  measure 
of  the  "real"  level  of  crime.  Self- 
report  victimization  studies  suggest 
that  far  more  crimes  are  committed 
than  are  officially  reported  in 
police  statistics.  For  example,  an 
offence  against  an  individual's 
property  purportedly  has  a  greater 
chance  of  being  reported  to  police 
than  a  physical  assault.  The  reasons 
underlying  this  phenomenon  might 
relate  to  the  seriousness  of  the 
offence,  the  relationship  between 
the  victim  and  the  offender,  attitudes 
toward  the  police  and  about  their 
capability  of  dealing  with  the  crime, 
and  for  some  offences,  whether  or 
not  someone  is  actually  aware  of  the 
victimization . 

2 .  Difference  between  "Reported" 
and  "Actual"  Offences 


"Actual"  offences  are  those  "reported" 
offences  which  police  establish, 
after  investigation,  did  occur.  In 
proceeding  from  "reported  offences" 
to  the  number  of  "actual  offences". 
Statistics  Canada  subtracts  the 
"unfounded"  reported  offences  from  the 
total  reported  offences  to  arrive  at 
the  "actual"  number.  However,  different 
policies  and  practices  among  personnel 
and  police  forces  in  the  exercise  of 
discretion  and  the  task  of  record-keeping, 
especially  when  minor  offence  categories 
are  involved,  may  affect  the  number  of 
"actual"  offences. 
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The  number  of  offences  recorded  as 
"actual"  may  also  be  affected  by 
available  forces  on  duty,  their 
response  time  to  calls,  investigative 
practices,  etc.  The  interaction 
between  police  and  victim  can  also 
be  a  determinant  as  to  whether  an 
"actual"  offence  is  recorded  for  a 
reported  incident.  Such  factors  as 
the  seriousness  of  the  crime,  whether 
or  not  the  offender  was  known  to  the 
victim,  and  the  actions  and  attitudes 
of  the  complainant  are  also  possible 
factors  involved. 

3.  Crime  Rates 


Crime  rates  are  commonly  used  as  an 
indicator  of  the  extent  of  criminality 
in  a  given  geographic  area  and  time 
frame.  The  practice  is  to  compute 
crime  rates  as  a  ratio  based  on  the 
number  of  reported  offences  per  100,000 
population  in  a  given  year.  This  can 
be  subjected  to  criticism  since,  as 
previously  stated,  not  all  offences 
committed  are,  in  fact,  reported  to  the 
police.  A  further  complication  is  that 
crimes  committed  in  a  particular  district 
may  involve  a  large  number  of  non-resident 
victims  and  offenders.  Yet  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  more  valid  crime  rate  based  on 
the  number  of  individuals  not  only 
resident,  but  also  physically  present, 
in  an  area  during  a  certain  time  period 
is  obviously  not  feasible. 

Crime  rate  figures  are  often  used  in 
relation  to  the  amount  of  police  manpower, 
equipment  and  other  resources  that  are 
required.  As  discussed  earlier,  an 
increase  or  decrease  in  the  rate  of  crime 
might,  in  fact,  be  a  function  of  the 
practices  and/or  efficiency  of  local 
forces  in  surveillance,  investigation  and 
reporting  of  occurrences.  As  a  result, 
crime  rates  reported  over  time  and  for 
different  geographic  locations  should  not 
be  accepted  as  an  absolute  measure  of 
patterns  or  trends. 
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4.  The  "Clearance"  of  Actual  Offences 


Statistics  Canada  classifies  actual 
offences  cleared  by  police  as 
"cleared  by  charge",  when  an  inform¬ 
ation  has  been  laid  against  at  least 
one  person,  or  "cleared  otherwise". 

The  latter  category  is  used  in  a 
number  of  instances,  such  as  when 
sufficient  evidence  is  available  to 
lay  a  charge  but  the  complainant 
refuses  to  prosecute;  a  person  con¬ 
fesses  to  an  offence  but  subsequently 
dies;  etc.  Clearance  rates  are 
computed,  based  on  the  percentage  of 
actual  offences  which  are  cleared  by 
charge  or  cleared  otherwise,  and  these 
rates  are  sometimes  seen  as  measures 
of  police  productivity.  The  clearance 
rate  does  not  provide  a  complete  picture 
of  the  utilization  of  police  resources 
and  is  only  a  measure  of  the  final 
resolution  of  actual  offences.  "Cleared 
otherwise"  involves  such  a  wide  range 
of  methods  that  it  is  not  a  useful 
indicator  of  the  nature  and  extent  of 
police  involvement.  A  broader  classi¬ 
fication  scheme  might  include  a  variety 
of  alternative  methods  of  clearance 
and  extent  of  police  involvement. 


LIMITATIONS  AND  INCOMPATIBILITIES  OF  DATA 

1.  Police  Focus  On  Counting  Offences  and 

Persons  Charged  With  Offences 


In  Statistics  Canada  reports  of  police 
data,  a  person  is  counted  separately  for 
each  occasion  that  he  has  been  charged 
with  having  committed  an  offence.  Thus, 
"total  persons  charged"  does  not  represent 
an  unduplicated  account  of  individuals 
charged  per  annum.  Moreover,  when  several 
offences  occur  in  one  incident,  police 
record  only  the  most  serious  offence.  Thus, 
it  is  difficult  to  determine  the  absolute 
number  of  people  committing  offences,  and 
the  extent  of  recidivism  among  those  charged. 
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2 .  Courts  Focus  On  Counting  Charges 

Received  And  Disposed 


Once  an  offence  leads  to  one  or  more 
charge (s)  ,  the  focus  of  data  collection 
is  in  the  courts,  and  the  data  emphasis 
is  on  the  nature  and  number  of  charges 
being  received  and  disposed.  This 
reflects,  primarily,  the  concern  of 
the  court  system  with  workload  measures 
and  utilization  of  resources.  However, 
this  focus  on  charges  makes  it  difficult 
to  measure  the  results  of  the  court 
process  in  terms  of  individuals,  to 
relate  dispositions  to  the  offence 
situation,  or  to  measure  the  extent 
of  re-entry  to  the  system  of  individuals 
charged.  Such  statistics,  if  available, 
could  assist  in  the  assessment  of  prac¬ 
tices  and  procedures  and  lead  to  more 
effective  planning  throughout  the  system. 

Further  complications  emerge  when  data 
compiled  by  Statistics  Canada  are 
compared  with  Provincially  published 
data.  In  the  Statistics  Canada  reports 
of  court  data  the  person  is  the  basic 
unit  counted  in  one  section.  However, 
although  individuals  may  be  charged  with 
more  than  one  offence  on  a  given  occasion, 
only  the  most  serious  offence  is  tabulated 
for  each  person  represented  in  the  tables. 

A  further  complication  exists  in  the  tables 
presented  on  convictions.  Su.mmcLK.Lj  offences 
are  recorded  differently  than  are  indictabtz 
offences.  Indictable  offences  with  whicn 
persons  were  charged  are  shown,  but  no 
information  is  given  on  the  number  of 
persons  involved  in  these  offences.  The 
number  of  charges  for  various  indictable 
offences  and  the  findings  are  also  reported. 
Summary  offences  are  reported  in  terms  of 
charges  leading  to  convictions  only. 


3.  Corrections'  Focus  Is  On  Individuals 


The  focus  of  correctional  services  data  is 
on  keeping  track  of  individuals  in  the 
system,  identifying  factors  which  indicate 
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the  necessary  form  of  supervision 
and  program,  and  properly  identifying 
those  who  re-enter  the  system.  Socio¬ 
demographic  data  are  collected  on 
those  offenders  who  are  placed  on 
probation  or  admitted  to  correctional 
institutions.  Since  the  socio-demographic 
data  collected  in  this  system,  however, 
depend  largely  on  self-reports  or  the 
observations  of  admitting  personnel,  the 
reliability  of  some  of  the  statistics 
might  be  questioned.  However,  it  is 
the  only  point  in  the  over-all  system 
where  such  individual  characteristics 
other  than  age  and  sex  are  reported. 


4 .  Relating  Data  Across  The  System  Is 

A  Problem 

All  parts  of  the  system  have  the  need 
for  more  readily  accessible  and  up-to-date 
information  which  might  be  used  for 
resource  allocation  and  administration. 
Because  the  amount  of  activity  and  type 
of  decisions  taken  at  one  level  can 
affect  the  other  levels  so  dramatically, 
statistical  information  gathered  at 
each  level  should  be  available  in  a 
timely  fashion  to  the  other  levels. 

Ihis  is  not  presently  the  case,  and  the 
attempt  in  this  document  to  relate  police, 
court  and  corrections  statistics  for  a 
given  period  of  time  was  not  possible. 

In  addition  to  the  fact  that  data  can 
vary  in  focus  on  offences,  charges,  or 
individuals,  as  mentioned  above,  no  uniform 
classification  scheme  of  crime  types  exists 
across  the  three  parts  of  the  system. 

Police  statistics  as  reported  by  Statistics 
Canada  use  a  classification  which  differs 
from  the  Court  Statistics  also  published 
by  Statistics  Canada.  The  Criminal 
Information  System  of  the  Ontario  Ministry 
of  the  Attorney  General  uses  a  different 
classification  scheme,  providing  more 
detail  for  one  region.  The  Ministry  of 
Correctional  Services,  in  its  published 
statistics,  has  still  another  way  of 
classifying  the  offences  of  individuals 
entering  its  system.  These  are  shown  on 
the  following  table:

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REGIONAL  COMPARABILITY  COMPLICATED  BY  BOUNDARY  DIFFERENCES 

On  a  more  general  level,  problems  of  validity 
and  reliability  occur  in  presenting  criminal  justice 
statistics  on  a  regional  basis.  This  results  from 
administrative  differences  in  designated  boundaries 
of  jurisdiction.  Any  attempt  to  compare  statistics 
on  a  regional  basis  becomes  an  exceedingly  complex 
task.  At  the  present  time,  population  figures  are 
aggregated  under  five  Ontario  planning  regions  by  the 
Ministry  of  Treasury,  Economics  &  Intergovernmental 
Affairs;  the  Ontario  Provincial  Police  force  is  divided 
into  seventeen  districts;  the  courts  are  comprised  of 
seven  districts;  and  corrections  are  divided  into  four 
regions.  Although  in  most  cases  these  divisions  follow 
county  boundaries,  comparisons  on  a  regional  level 
require  considerable  effort,  further  complicated  by 
the  fact  that  the  Ministries  have  made  many  changes 
in  boundaries  in  the  last  decade. 


CONCLUSION 


The  preceding  discussion  is  intended  to  give  a 
broad  overview  of  some  of  the  issues  affecting  the 
reliability  and  validity  of  both  Canadian  and  Ontario 
criminal  justice  statistics.  It  may  be  assumed,  how¬ 
ever,  that  despite  short-comings  prevalent  in  the 
available  data,  current  interest  in  developing  inform¬ 
ation  systems  which  are  more  compatible  may  be  expected 
to  greatly  enhance  the  quality  and  comprehensiveness 
of  statistical  reporting  in  the  future.  In  the  meantime, 
it  is  hoped  that  criminal  justice  sourcebooks  such  as 
this  one  are  able  to  provide  some  compensation  for 
gaps  in  the  available  information  in  that  they  select 
and  highlight  available  statistics  for  use  by  admin¬ 
istrators,  planners,  researchers,  and  those  engaged 
in  policy  development. 
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ON  USING  THE  REPORT 


Data  on  j uv cnllch  are  provided  only  in  the  1975 
detailed  table  "Police  Crime  Statistics  by  Offence, 
Ontario,  1975"  and  related  graphs.  The  basic  focus 
of  the  compilation  has  been  limited  to  adults. 

Regional  data  are  presented  where  available  to 
reflect  trends  in  the  Ontario  planning  regions. 

These  regions  are  shown  on  a  map  of  the  Province 
on  page  15,  Population  data  show  proportions  of 
the  1976  population  residing  in  each  region  and  the 
age  and  sex  breakdowns  for  the  total  Province  and 
for  each  region. 

Population  pno j cctlonh  are  presented  for  selected 
age  groups,  basically  because  a  changing  age  structure 
in  the  population  can  be  expected  to  have  an  impact 
on  future  trends  in  the  criminal  justice  field. 

Since  police,  courts  and  corrections  vary  in  the 
way  they  categorize  offences,  the  o^ence  catcgonlch 
which  appear  on  tables  in  separate  sections  are 
not  necessarily  comparable. 

Police  record  o^cncch  in  terms  of  all  those 
offences  reported  or  known  to  them;  after  investi¬ 
gation  these  become  either  ''actual"  or  "unbounded". 
Crime  statistics  presented  in  this  volume  are  based 
on  "actual"  offences,  unless  labelled  specifically 
as  "reported". 

Clearance  natch  based  on  "actual"  offences  include 
both  the  proportion  of  occurrences  which  result  in 
one  or  more  person (s)  charged,  those  "cleared  by 
charge",  and  those  for  which  no  charge  is  possible 
or  necessary,  these  designated  as  "cleared  otherwise". 

Police  cnlmc  htatlhtlch  by  offence  are  presented 
in  detail  for  1975,  the  most  current  year  available 
from  Statistics  Canada  tapes.  Detailed  information 
for  the  years  prior  to  1975  has  not  been  included  in 
this  document  given  the  ready  availability  of  such 
data  in  Statistics  Canada  publications.  Trends  over 
time  are  shown,  and  data  for  1976  are  presented  where 
possible.  The  1976  crime  statistics  have  been  compiled 
from  information  supplied  by  the  Ontario  Police 
Commission,  the  Ontario  Provincial  Police,  and  the 
R.C.M.P.  The  information  supplied  was  recorded  using 
categories  defined  by  Statistics  Canada. 
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Available  aou.nt  6tatti>ttai>  do  not  provide  as 
broad  a  picture  as  do  the  police  data.  Statistics 
Canada  reports  data  on  the  basis  of  the  most 
serious  charge  for  individuals,  and  these  data 
were  available  only  through  1972.  The  Criminal 
Information  System  of  the  Ontario  Ministry  of  the 
Attorney  General,  still  in  its  developmental  stages, 
has  focused  on  a  Central  West  Region,  which  includes 
only  certain  judicial  districts  and  counties:  Brant, 
Dufferin,  Haldimand,  Halton,  Hamilton-Wentworth, 
Niagara  North  and  South,  Norfolk,  Waterloo  and 
Wellington.  Data  presented  for  the  Central  West 
Region  may,  therefore,  not  reflect  trends  beyond 
that  region.  In  addition,  the  unit  of  count  in 
this  system  is  a  charge,  not  a  person,  and  there  may 
be  multiple  charges  per  person.  Thus,  comparisons 
cannot  be  made  between  numbers  presented  from  this 
Ministry's  system  and  the  1972  data  from  Statistics 
Canada,  which  selects  only  the  more  serious  charge 
per  person.  Particular  care,  therefore,  should  be 
exercised  in  using  the  section  on  court  data  because 
of  these  differences. 

Con.finc.tto  n&  data  in  this  document  focus  on  people 
in  Ontario's  system  of  jails,  institutions,  pro¬ 
bation  and  parole.  Individuals  held  in  jails  can 
later  be  sentenced  to  a  federal  penitentiary,  but 
no  attempt  has  been  made  to  present  data  measuring 
the  movement  of  individuals  to  federal  facilities. 
Thus,  these  tables  indicate  only  the  demand  on  and 
utilization  of  Provincial  correctional  resources.
